Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , the phrases " derived from polyalkylene glycol ether" and " derived 
from an amine " are recited . The expressions of "derived from" is vague and indefinite. 
Because the terms, "derived from" would mean " to produce from another substance 
by chemical reaction"; however, the specification does not elaborate how the 
compounds are " derived from polyalkylene glycol ether" and " derived from an amine " 
Therefore, an appropriate correction is required. 

In claim 30 , the phrase " derived from polyalkylene glycol ether" is recited . The 
expressions of "derived from" is vague and indefinite. Because the terms, "derived 
from" would mean " to produce from another substance by chemical reaction"; 
however, the specification does not elaborate how the compounds are " derived from 
polyalkylene glycol ether". Therefore, an appropriate correction is required.
